OUR  AREA 

The  Henry  Morrison  Flagler  Museum  is  a  decorative  arts 
museum.  The  opulent  furnishings  include  paintings, 
porcelain,  crystal,  silver,  costumes  and  textiles. 

The  Museum  also  has  a  collection  of  archives.  Joan 
Runkel,  curator  of  the  museum,  noted  that  the  collec¬ 
tion  includes  the  archives  of  the  construction  of  the 
Key  West  Extension  of  the  Florida  East  Coast  Railway. 
Mr.  Flagler's  letterbooks  and  a  four-year  diary  (1909- 
1912)  of  a  construction  engineer  complete  the  archives 
collection. 

The  museum  archives  are  not  open  to  the  public.  Re¬ 
searchers  may  use  the  collection  by  special  appoint¬ 
ment.
